A LACK of civic pride is costing 
Canterbury tourists, and means lost 
trade, more vermin and an 
increased fire risk, according to local 
organisations and restaurants. 

The way rubbish is collected in the city cen¬ 
tre has come under fire, along with the sheer 
volume of waste produced by businesses. 

Businesses organise their own waste collec¬ 
tion with private contractors. Frequent collec¬ 
tions at convenient times can cost more, which 
means piles of bin-bags are left in streets 
overnight. 

Philippe Esclasse, the city centre manager, 
said: “This is certainly not up to scratch as far 
as I am concerned. 

“We often have commercial refuse and 
domestic refuse being put on the highway 
any time of the day, which gives the wrong 
impression. 

“The Canterbury city partnership is going 
to look into issues of what I would call civic 
pride next year and see whether we can 
entice people to be a little bit more proud of 
their city.” 

According to the fire brigade, the rubbish is 
also providing fuel for arsonists. They have 
been working with the council to keep rubbish 
left on the street to a minimum. 

Technical fire safety officer, Shawn Hoare, 
said: ‘We noticed a dramatic increase in the 
amount of waste thrown out by shops in the 
city over the past month. 

“So, along with the council, we decided to 
approach proprietors to highlight the problems

CHRIS BRITCHER takes a trip to the big 
blue tent of Canterbury's Marlowe Arena 
to catch up with this year's big ticket 
pantomime-Peter Pan. 

PANTOMIME, by its very 
nature, requires a large dol¬ 
lop of silliness. 

But sometimes it can all be a little 
too much. And, in truth, Marlowe 
pantomimes of the past have suffered 
from an excess of daftness. 

Not so this year, however, because 
Peter Pan has flown into a very dif¬ 
ferent Marlowe environment. 

Now don’t me wrong, silliness is 
still here in spades - it’s just not 
shovelled on with gay abandon. It’s 
well-timed, well judged, and balanced 
out with a clearly defined storyline. 
It’s perhaps the best for years. 

Oh, and the icing on the cake is a 
sublime lead role by Ade Edmondson. 
He sings, he dances, and reminds us 
how he can be effortlessly funny. 

Yet the real star of this show is its 
setting. A couple of months after the 
curtain fell on last year’s panto, it 
also fell on the Marlowe Theatre. 
Work is underway to create its multi¬ 
million pound replacement, so this 
year the pantomime has decamped to 
a giant blue circus-style big top 
dubbed the Marlowe Arena. 

Now, it would be easy to criticise 
and poke fun. But the reality is that 


it makes the whole experience a far 
more fascinating one. Plenty of staff 
ensure queues don’t get too long, and 
the whole thing is really quite 
enchanting. 

OK, so the outside toilets are not 
ideal, but it’s a small price to pay for 
something so, well, fun. And isn’t that 
the whole point? 

What’s more, this panto is fun in 
capital letters, with strong lead roles 
from the quartet of Edmondson, the 
very likeable Ben Roddy (as Smee), 
West End starlet Gemma Sutton (as 
Wendy), and the ubiquitous Dave Lee 
(as Tinkerbelly). Steven Butler does a 
fine job as Peter and his entrance is 
quite something. Although it ends up 
being outdone, remarkably, by the 


arrival of a certain piece of wooden 
furniture...regulars will know exactly 
what that means. 

While Edmondson is magnificent 
as Captain Hook, it is the balance of 
this year’s production which is really 
worthy of most praise. The story 
never drops and every scene drives it 
along. Paul Hendy doesn’t always get 
it right, but this year he has hit it 
right on the button. 

The result is a classic piece of fami¬ 
ly theatre which is warm, witty, daft 
and, yes, silly. But brilliantly so. And 
the tent is a success.

Huge clean-up 
takes two days

THE Marlowe Theatre Arena pan¬ 
tomime in Canterbury is now back 
on after five shows were cancelled 
because of a diesel spillage. 

A massive 60-person, round-the-clock clean¬ 
up effort now means the show will go on. 

Emily Wood, co-producer of the Peter Pan 
pantomime, said: “It was a massive clean-up 
operation. We really went for it. It was the clas¬ 
sic British blitz spirit. 

“Everyone just mucked in, we got a lot of peo¬ 
ple in to help. At one point somebody said they 
thought it would take a week to do it. 

“We needed to do it in two days so we threw 
an awful lot of people and resources at it and 
managed to do it really fast. 

“The cast all offered to come in and help, 
which was really kind of them, and the crew 
came in to help as well.” 

Organisers have said three-quarters of ticket- 
holders from the sell-out shows have already 
been accommodated in other performances, 
and those who are not able go to the shows in 
January are being given a full refund. 


Any loss in revenue is covered by insurance. 

The cost of the clean-up operation and replac¬ 
ing the damaged floor is covered by the sub¬ 
contractors, who supplied the tent, and they are 
also insured. 

The leak happened when a diesel generator 
used to power the giant marquee’s central heat¬ 
ing system was being refuelled. 

Ms Wood said: “The leak went right under¬ 
neath the tent and we had to strip a lot of the 
area and then get the cleaning done and 
replace it, which was what took so long. 


“Diesel is actually quite a safe product, it is 
not volatile so there was no danger. We just 
stopped the shows because of the horrible 
smell.” 

The incident put a stop to the pantomime on 
Tuesday, December 8, but the cast were back in 
high spirits to perform on Friday morning. 

Ms Wood said: “The cast have been working 
so hard with the rehearsals it was actually good 
for them to have a couple of days off. 

“They all came back on Friday and were 
telling me that it is great to be back.” 



CCTV image leads 
police to attacker 

THE attacker of an elderly disabled man 
has been cautioned after a police CCTV 
appeal. 

The 21-year-old from Sturry kicked 75- 
year-old Dennis Pullen in the head and 
stomach after an argument about the 
younger man’s driving. 

Mr Pullen has been forthright about 
his dissatisfaction about how the police 
handled his case. 

The image of Mr Pullen’s attacker was 
released in mid-November, two and a 
half months after the assault in August, 
but the image has yielded results and, 
after a number of useful calls because of 
the appeal, Kent police were able to 
track down Mr Pullen’s attacker. 

The man admitted attacking Mr 
Pullen, and was cautioned after consul¬ 
tation with the victim. 

Mr Pullen, who has progressive lung 
disease and arthritis of the spine, was 
set upon by his attacker outside the 
Sturry Co-op on August 27. 

The pensioner has said his attacker 
had previously pulled out in front of him 
dangerously at a junction while both 
were driving. 

When they both later stopped at the 
shop Mr Pullen spoke to the young man 
about his driving, after which the man 
kicked him.

of leaving such large quantities of 
rubbish out on the streets. 

“As well as posing health and 
safety issues, masses of rubbish 
bags tend to attract arsonists and 
it is these sorts of fires that tend to 
get out of control.” 

A spokesman for a well-known 
restaurant on the high street said: 
“The rubbish and bin-bags in the 
high street causes problems in that 
tourists are less likely to want to 
come here. 

“It affects everybody when the 
rubbish is left out, especially if the 
bags are ripped open or anything 
like that.” 

The council’s executive member 
for environment Cllr Rosemary 
Doyle said: “We have written to all 
businesses in the city centre asking 
them to arrange for rubbish and 
recycling collections to take place 
at the end of each day. 

“Currently, many put their rub¬ 
bish out at night for collection the 
following morning. 

“But with plenty of people using 
Canterbury for socialising in the 
evening, the bags often get torn 
open and the rubbish is redistrib¬ 
uted widely across the streets. 
This then causes a problem with 
vermin.” 


Iceland cash could 
re-freeze as council 
given cold shoulder 


THE council’s chances of clawing back 
cash from Iceland were dealt a serious 
blow this week as Glitnir Bank decid¬ 
ed it is no longer a preferred creditor. 

This means Canterbury council is 
likely to receive just 25 to 30 per cent 
of the £2 million it invested, rather 
than the majority of it as previously 
expected. 

In a statement to Yourcanterbury, 
council bosses promised the loss 
would not impact on services. 

They have also voved to fight the 
decision in the courts through the 
Local Government Authority. 

Jim McDonald, director of corporate 
services at Canterbury council, said: 
“The news is incredibly disappointing. 
It is odd that the winding-up commit¬ 
tee for Glitnir has taken a different 
position from Landsbanki. 

“The solicitors working for the local 
authorities are seeking information 
for that position and will then look to 
how to challenge it. 

“Canterbury is involved the legal 
challenges being coordinated by the 
Local Government Authority, and that 


is who we are relying on in terms of 
seeking to get the position changed. 

“We are still hopeful the case is 
strong enough to get the money back. 
The position has been that local 
authorities would be seen as preferred 
creditors, and on that basis we would 
be entitled to 100 per cent reimburse¬ 
ment. 

“Should the worst come to the worst 
we have made some provision to cover 
any loss without it impacting on coun¬ 
cil tax payers. 

“We had some windfall income that 
we hadn’t budgeted for out of a suc¬ 
cessful claim against customs for 
some VAT to be returned to us. It 
would cover in excess of £2 million if 
we needed it to.” 

The outlook is somewhat brighter 
for the £4 million invested in 
Heritable Bank, a UK insitition with 
an Icelandic parent. 

Canterbury has so far received 
£673,871, which is a dividend of 16 
pence in the pound, plus more than 
£178,000 in interest. 

More is expected to follow next year.

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Fire service appeal after 
cooking fires increase 

A SPATE of cooking fires has prompted a 
plea for people to stay safe this Christmas. 

The number of deaths and injuries caused 
by fire increases during the festive period - 
in 2008 a tenth of the 33,000 accidental 
house fires in the county happened in the 
run-up to Christmas Day 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service has identi¬ 
fied dangers including unattended cooking, 
drinking, carelessness with cigarettes, can¬ 
dles and overloading electrical sockets. 

Recent cooking fires include a blaze at the 
University of Kent and a man who had to be 
rescued by a neighbour in Heme Bay after 
falling asleep. 

Head of community safety Stuart Skilton 
said: “Christmas should be a time of fun and 
festivity, not tragedy. I urge people to be 
aware of the increased risk at this time of 
year and have fire safety at the forefront, so 
a good time is enjoyed by all without any 
nasty surprises.” 

Council rated as 'good' 

A GOVERNMENT website giving access to 
information about local services has found 
Canterbury council is performing well. 

The authority has a ‘good’ rating overall. 
The Oneplace website, launched on 
December 9, states: “The council is good at 
identifying what people want and satisfac¬ 
tion levels are among the best in Kent.” 

But it identifies sickness among staff as 
an area for improvement. Kent Fire and 
Rescue also gets a ‘good’ rating, as do Kent 
Police. But the local NHS primaiy care tmst 
scores just two out of a possible four in two 
categories, and three out of four on the third. 

The website, www.oneplace.direct.gov.uk, 
was set up by the Audit Commission. 

Fundraisers are on a roll 

CANTERBURY witnessed an unusual 
sight this weekend when sandwich-makers 
created a 100ft filled baguette for charity. 

Staff from Subway made the big bap to 
raise money for Great Ormond Street 
Hospital. 

The event is part of a series of fundraisers 
organised by local man Stefan Scudder after 
Leon, the son of a close friend, died at the 
hospital. 

The baguette was sliced up and sold to 
passers-by, whose money went to the chil¬ 
dren’s hospital. 

In March 2010 Mr Scudder and his friend 
Lee Williams plan to climb Everest and 
leave a photo of Leon at the summit. 


Thousands rallying 
to museum's cause 


THE campaign to save Herne Bay 
Museum has thousands of sup¬ 
porters, according to the group’s 
coordinator. 

David Cross, who worked for the council’s 
museum services for 14 years, said: “Eveiyone 
has rallied round helping one way or another. 
We do a stall in the town every Saturday, dol¬ 
ing out leaflets and getting people to sign up - 
and eveiy Saturday so far there have been 
queues to sign the petitions and pick up 
leaflets. 

“We are into the thousands. All I did right at 
the start was to drop a spark into the right bar¬ 
rel. It is really an expression of the people of 
Heme Bay. Whether or not it is tme, the per¬ 
ception is that Canterbury has it in for Heme 
Bay again.”

Heme Bay residents have been signing peti¬ 
tions and writing emails and letters to council¬ 
lors, the Lord Mayor and council officers. 

Groups involved in the campaign include 
Heme Bay Junior School, the sailing club and 
Heme Bay Improvement Tmst. 

Mr Cross said: “My position is that you never 
shut museums because if you do you never get 
them back again, especially in a small commu¬ 
nity like Heme Bay which took many, many 
years to get it opened. I detect some feeling in 
some parts of the council that museums are not 
important, that history is some bit of frippery 
that we can probably do without. 

“I think that is a failure of comprehension 
and to a certain extent a failure of museums to 


have met that argument in previous years. 

“Our policy is to urge the council to think cre¬ 
atively in order to keep the museums, which I 
don’t think it is doing at the moment.” 

On December 3 the council’s executive 
learned it is likely to have under-spent by 
£122,000 by the end of the financial year. 

The council is hoping to recoup £112,600 for 
closing two Canterbmy museums and chang¬ 
ing the use of the Heme Bay Museum. 

A council spokesman said the money not 
spent this year would not be used to prevent 
service cuts taking place as it is only an esti¬ 
mated figure and an under-spend of less than 
0.5 per cent of the net budget would unfortu¬ 
nately solve little. 

The last day to send views about budget pro¬ 
posals to the council is Friday.

MONDAY saw the introduction of 
the full high-speed rail service to 
London for Kent.

The Olympic gold 
medallist has had one of the trains named 
after her. 

Some towns like Ashford see the new service 
as vital to their economic and growth plans. 
The new service means commuters can travel 
to the capital in 37 minutes from the town. 
Recent improvements have been made to the 


station in time for launch and the trains will 
be serviced at a new depot built in the town. 

Ashford council leader Paul Clokie said: “I 
am glad that this day has finally arrived. This 
means we will be able to take Ashford forward 
to new heights.” 

However, some towns have lost out in the 
timetable shake up. Maidstone commuters 
will now only be able to travel to London 
Victoria using the old mainline services. 

The high-speed service also comes at a price 
with commuters having to pay a premium. For 
example, a peak time return from Ashford will 
cost £48.70, about eight pounds more than the 
standard fare. 

But the new timetable will mean an extra 200 
trains will be running across the region and 
capacity will increase by five per cent. 

Transport Secretary, Andrew Adonis said: 


“These fantastic new services, made possible 
by the Government's investment in this 
£5.8bn high speed new line, are changing the 


transport map of Kent. Journey times have 
shrunk dramatically, bringing regeneration 
and new opportunities for investment.” 


Bullet trains to shake up the timetable

KENT stations will benefit from 
between three and 12 morning 
rush-hour services with the 
arrival of High Speed 1. 

The introduction of the 140mph 
bullet trains has contributed to 
one of the biggest timetable 
shake-ups in more than 40 
years, with more than 150 stops 
scheduled every day between 
7am and 10am. 

As one of the service’s main 
hubs, Ebbsfleet will receive 12 trains 
during that period while there will 
be six at each of Medway’s five 
stations as well as at Gravesend, 
Sittingboume, Faversham, Margate 
and Broadstairs. 

The new Southeastern 
timetable - which includes nor¬ 
mal mainline services - will pro¬ 
vide passengers with more than 
200 extra trains per day and 
boost capacity by five per cent. 

However, HS1 fares will 
increase by about £8 per journey 
to pay for the technology, adding 
about £730 to annual season tick¬ 
et prices. For example, a return 
ticket from Ashford on HS1 will 
cost £48.70 compared with £40.60 


on the mainline, and an annual 
season ticket will cost £4,536 com¬ 
pared with £3,780. Regular com¬ 
muters are being advised to visit 
www.southeastemrailway.co.uk to 
see how the changes affect them. 

Managing director Charles 
Horton said: “We’ve worked hard 
over the years with stakeholders 
to be able to get to this point and 
this new timetable is very impor¬ 
tant for Kent. 

“It will provide more choice for 


passengers, see the full introduc¬ 
tion of high-speed services and 
help us continue to improve per¬ 
formance levels. 

“The majority of passengers will 
see an improvement in services, 
but as with all timetables compro¬ 
mises have had to be made and 
not everyone will be satisfied. 
However, once we’ve introduced 
the timetable we will monitor 
services closely and work with the 
Department for Transport to 


make any adjustments which are 
necessary.” 

Ramsgate, Canterbury West, 
Ashford, Dover and the two 
Folkestone stations will each 
receive five morning rush-hour 
services per day, while there will 
be three at Whitstable, Heme Bay 
and Birchington. Maidstone has 
been left off the high-speed map 
altogether, but KCC has revealed 
plans to build a new station in the 
county town and link it to HS1.

How did you get involved in pole dancing? 


A When I was a young mum, I had my 
daughter at 16, I started doing some 
podium dancing in nightclubs to earn a bit of 
cash at the weekends.

It is good for fitness too. My sister did her 
dissertation on pole dancing as a form of fit¬ 
ness when she was at university.

Boost for fuel-saving 
exploits at university 

TECHNOLOGY aimed at cutting motoring 
fuel costs and emissions has been aided by a new 
appointment at Canterbuiy-based Oil Drum. 

The firm, created 
at the University of 
Kent at Canterbury 
in collaboration with 
GSE Haulage, pro¬ 
duces the patented 
Save-Fuel system. 

This compact device 
can be retro-fitted to 
trucks and buses 
and, driven by the 
vehicle’s engine, pro¬ 
duces hydrogen for 
adding to normal fuel 
combustion. 

The resulting boost to efficiency is not only 
claimed to reduce fuel consumption by more 
than 10 per cent, but also slash C02 and 
hydrocarbon emissions to zero - a powerful 
weapon in the battle against greenhouse gases 
and global warming. 

The company now wants to miniaturise the 
system for cars and has appointed Gert De 
Kock, 29, to head the research team. 

“The current version of the Save-Fuel system 
runs on a 24-volt system and when you come to 
fit it to HGVs, coaches or buses you have plen¬ 
ty of room to work with,” he said. 

“To be fitted to light vans and cars the system 
will have to work on 12 volts and we will have 
much less room to work with when it comes to 
fitting the system into the vehicles. 

‘We will need to redesign the unit so it can fit 
smaller spaces and scale down the components to 
achieve what is going to be the biggest challenge.” 

A graduate in engineering, Gert studied at 
the University of Greenwich and at 
Canterbury College where he also won the 
prestigious High Sheriff’s Award for his final 
year project on hydrogen technology.

Cornish comedian Jethro knows just how far he 
can go if he wants to hang on to his audience 




START the New Year with 
some big belly laughs as 
Cornish comic Jethro 
returns to Kent. 

Despite only appearing on televi¬ 
sion a handful of times during his 
long career, the wag from the West 
Country has performed live to more 
than three million people and is 
familiar to UK comedy fans. 

Once the rigours of Christmas are 
over, give yourself something to look 
forward to by booking a ticket to see 
this consummate professional in 
action. 

This hard-working entertainer is 
continuously on tour and feels the 
need to work almost incessantly, but 
his efforts have won him countless 
fans and an unrelenting demand for 
tickets to his live shows. But he start¬ 
ed out as a carpenter and it was only 
when the 18-year-old Jethro - whose 
real name is Jeffrey Rowe - joined 
the local operatic society that his 
career in show business began.

It took many years of working on 
the club circuit during the 70s and 
80s before Jethro finally hit the big 
time. His hugely successful appear¬ 
ances on the Des O’Connor Tonight 
show won him legions of fans, includ¬ 
ing many older people, which is quite 
surprising given the near-the-knuck- 
le nature of much of his material. 

Speaking to KOS Media in 2007, 
Jethro said he believed his strong fol¬ 
lowing among the older generation 
was down to his comic judgement. 

“There are some tilings I don’t 


touch, like religion, because it’s not 
funny and I don’t need to,” he said. 

“There’s a line that I don’t cross. I’m 
probably the biggest draw for old 
ladies in England. I’m too blue really, 
though they think I’m just accept¬ 
able. They’re a bit dubious at first, 
but when they realise I won’t go any 


further, they love it. It’s lovely to see 
old ladies laugh.”

A MAKESHIFT Whitstable Town 
side stunned high-flying 
Godaiming Town on Saturday to 
climb out of the Ryman South’s 
relegation zone.

In their place Whitstable handed 
debuts to reserve team players Dave Stubbs 
and Stephen Baines and the visitors went on 
to claim victory thanks to Dave Cory’s first- 
half header. 

Manager Mark Munday, who played the 
full 90 minutes, felt it was the least his side 
deserved. 

He said: “In the light of adversity we pulled 
off a very good result. We created a lot of 
chances in the first-half and when they threw 
everything at us after half-time we defended 
well and kept them down to shots from long 
range. 

Dominated 

“They haven’t lost many games this year 
and we’ve virtually dominated them for the 
90 minutes.

KENT are in “advanced talks” with 
an overseas fast bowler for the first 
half of the season and an interna¬ 
tional spinner for the second, with 
head coach Paul Farbrace hopeful 
they may sign before Christmas. 

With Ryan McLaren and Martin Saggers 
departing at the end of last season, Kent have 
been scouring the market for bowlers to boost 
their squad for a return to Division One of the 
County Championship. 

Farbrace, who has taken over the reigns 
from Graham Ford as head coach, confirmed 
that neither McLaren or Wayne Parnell, who 
both played at Canterbury last season, would 
be returning as overseas players. The former 
Sri Lanka assistant coach, together with skip¬ 
per Rob Key and coach Simon Willis, has iden¬ 
tified two overseas bowlers he wants for next 
season, and is hopeful they may sign in the 
next couple of weeks, and they will share the 
county season. 

“We have talked to about four or five differ¬ 
ent bowlers about coming to join us next year 
and we are at a stage where we are in 
advanced talks with two as overseas players,” 
Farbrace said. “The focus has been 100 per 
cent on bowlers and that focus is on a seam

bowler for the first half of the season and a 
spinner for the second half.” 

While Kent look to be nearing their first 
major signings of the winter, Farbrace also 


revealed that the club are hoping to attract 
another two bowlers to the county, to add to 
their overseas targets. 

“I would like to think we are not too far away 
from the two overseas players, but we have 
another couple of bowling options that we are 
exploring,” he said. ‘We have had discussions 
with two other bowlers who wouldn’t be over¬ 
seas and are not Kolpaks and we’ll see where 
we get with those two. 

With the overseas split into two, we proba¬ 
bly need at least another seamer, possibly two 
and that’s what we are working towards.” 

Farbrace also confirmed that South African 
Justin Kemp will not be returning to the club 
next summer, but moved to correct reports 
that Kent had looked at signing him as an 
overseas player. 

Kemp was hopeful of making a return to St 
Lawrence, but new regulations in regards to 
Kolpak players means that Kent have had to 
pursue other options for 2010. 

Farbrace said: We were talking to [Kemp] 
about coming back as a Kolpak and I had a 
discussion with him at the end of the season 
and then it was clarified that he doesn’t quali¬ 
fy as a Kolpak player because he hasn’t had a 
work permit for four consecutive years. As a 
result, once we realised that, I told him we 
wouldn’t be pursuing him for 2010. 

“He isn’t an option as an overseas and never 
has been an option as an overseas player. I’ve 
seen his and Ryan McLaren’s name linked 
with us as overseas options but that’s not 
something we have ever talked about.”
